The paper filed on 03/29/07 electing Group II (claims 10-17 and 23-26) directed to methods of operating fuel cell systems is 
NON-RESPONSIVE. In this respect, it is noted that applicant did not make an election of species. Accordingly, claims 10-17 and 23- 
26 are drawn to the elected invention but the election of species presenting only claims readable on and/or drawn to any of the 
mutually exclusive species indicated in the restriction requirement of 03/01/07 (See pages 3-4 thereof) has not been made. That is to 
say, applicants failed to address the election of species requirement. It is also noted that claims 10-17 and 23-26 are not readable on a 
single species per se, thus, claims 10-17 and 23-26 appear to read on several distinct species. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE
